GOVERNMENT FAIS 
IN FRANCE 

France last week entered her sec- 
ond week without a government in 
power. 

Hopes that Robert Schuman, a 
leader of the mcderate Movement 
Republcain Popu!aire, could form a 
government have been dashed with 


the refusal of the Socialists to par- * 


ticipate. 

It was the withdrawal of the 
same group that caused the down- 
fall of the Schumah government in 
July. 

The instability of the French gov- 
ernment under the present _ distri- 
bution of political power is hamper- 
ing the economic recovery. of the 
country. Many observers feel that 
the only way to circumvent the pre- 
sent deadlock is to hold a nationu! 
election. 

An appeal to the people might 
give one fraction the power to form 
a government strong enough to 
carry out’ measures to combat  in- 
flation and aid the economic recov- 
ery of the country. 

However, hope is still being ex- 
pressed that a government can be 
formed without resorting to a na- 
tional election. To call an election 
the deputies, who were elected in 
November, 1946, would. have to pass 
a law ending their present terms 
which normally would not expire 
until 1951,

and pickerel, the department offi- 
cials, B, S. Heustis, fish and game 
commissioner, and H. B. Watkins, 
superintendent of . fisheries, de- 
clared that the government is sur- 


veying conditions continually and | 


takes steps to counteract decline of 


. fish stocks where necessary, 


among coarse fish require 
hatcheries, Hatcheries are not need- 
ed to restock lakes with perch and 
northern pike, they said. 


In the case of perch, if a lake is 
depleted, perch from lakes abundant 
in the species are trapped, and plac- 
ed in the depleted lake, “They are 
tough, and ithere is no question of 
survival,” said Mr, Watkins,

All bathrooms are done i0 a 
green color scheme There are 15 
large wall clocks throughout | the 
building, strategically placed, Al 
the docks are syncronized by the 
master clock which is in the operat- 
ing room, If the power should fail 
at anytime during the day or night 


The operating room lamp is of the 
most up-to-date design. There are 
six large lamps grouped under one 
shade and lense which concentrates 
the light at one point, The operating 
room lemp is universal in design and 
can be tilted in any direction to 
throw the light where required. 
Also in addition to the regular lamp 
there is an auxiliary lamp on a sep- 
arate stand which can be wheeled to 
any place in the hospital or operat-, 
ing room. This lamp operates 
as0V current, but here again in the 
event of power fatlure, which could 
be serious during an operation, it 
has its own battery supply. The bat- 
teries are constantly being charged 
while the lamp is using regular 
power, All that happens in the case 
of power failure is the light goes out 
for a second and then shines bright- 
ly again from the batteries,

WHY NOT A NATIONAL SWEEPSTAKE 
FOR HEALTH AND EDUCATION 


Fools, we are told, rush in where angéls fear to tread. 
Since we cannot lay claim to being an angel (editors 
rarely can!) we suppose we’ll have to rest content with 
the second definition. We’re'well aware of the danger 
of a public discussion of such things as sweepstakes or 
lotteries but, despite that fact, we feel impelled to open 
up such a discussion at the present time. 


Recently, at an exhibition, we watched one of the so- 
called ‘‘games of skill’’ in operation for some time. It 
was one of the games which attracted a fairly large fol- 
lowing and contemplation of the players aroused some 
meditations on the gambling urge which, admitted or 
not, dwells deep in every human, . ~ 


‘That the urge exists is almost undeniable. Who among 
us has not placed the odd $2.00 ‘‘on the.nose’’ at the 
race track or, in a milder degree of the same spirit, mat- 
ched coins with his neighbor to see who paid for the 
morning coffee? There may be some who have not indul- 
ged in such innocent gambling, and we respect them for 
their consistency of purpose, but we venture to suggest 
that they are far in the minority in this Canada of ours 
today. 


Having established that the urge exists (or have we,) 
it would seem logical and consistent on the part of our 
government to acknowledge the fact in their dealings 
with the various measures which are, from time to time, 
brought before parliament for the purpose of legalizing 
_ sweepstakes. We think parliament might well go far- 

ther and make the necessary arrangements to operate 
_guch a venture for the benefit of our health and educa- 
- . tion programmes or some such worthy cause. It would, 

- gtill be taation and it would still be the taxpayers’ dol- ' 
lars which under-wrote such undertakings but taxation 
of this nature would be practically painless and the 
prospect of a few individuals receiving sufficient to 
render them prosperous for the rest of their life’s span 
would be an added incentive to all classes to partake, 
moderately, in the scheme, 


Some of our representatives in Ottawa, ostrich-like,~ 


have taken the attitude that as long as sweepstakes are 
not legalized they do not exist, Perhaps it is time some- 
one undertook to tell these gentlemen the facts of life. 
It might be worth while to enquire how many Canadian 
dollars went into the building of Ireland’s hospitals, 
rated by some observers as the finest in the world; how 
many Canadians contributed to the ultimate prosperity 
of the gentlement in Calcutta who, for many years, made 
a regular levy on the Canadian public—for what worthy 
cause we were never informed; how many. thousands of 
dollars are extracted each year for the multitude of 
charitable and semi-charitable organizations which, by 
retaining only a fraction of the total contributions, man- 
age to perpetuate themselves, sometimes beyond their 
period of usefulness. Let our representatives consider 
well these statistics and then decide if the majority of 
the people of Canada, or a very large portion thereof, 
desire a sweepstake. 


It is only natural, operations of such large amounts 
of money, left in the hands of private or (except in the 
ase of the Irish sweep) semi-public bodies should at- 
tract shysters and racketeers. With the myth of illegal 
operation in Canada still in force, no recourse is open to 
those who risk their money and lose it, with no chance 
at the large prizes, due to the operations of unserupu- 
lous individuals who are slow to make the most of a 
chance such as is offered. Admittedly, none of these in- 
‘dividuals would lose anything at all if they were not en- 
gaged in illegal activities, i.e,, buying sweepstake tick- 
ets. But all the politicians that ever warmed chairs at 
Ottawa will have a difficult time to persuade a lot of 
Canadians that there is anything morally disreputable 
about ‘‘taking a chance’’ on a sweepstake ticket. And, 

. as was adequately demonstrated by the American pro- 

- hibition experiment of unsavory memory, when people 
are not convinced of the justice of any enactment, they 
simply do not observe it and enforcement becomes an 
impossible farce. . 


We have given the matter some thought; we have 
considered it from the view-point of legality and also

They have been prom- 
ised a millennium, now. they expect 
to have it, and without any back- 
talk about their own obligation to 
provide it. AM the State planning, 
all the urge of necessity, all the pa- 
triotic need, and all the loyalty to 
their economic creed to the contrary, 
this js the fact. With 15 per cent 
more men and women working in 
state operated employments the best 
that they have been able to show 
is a two per cent increase in produc- 
tion, Surely a worthwhile and dom- 
inant cause should have more vital- 
ity than that. . , 


Report to the 
People 


In my last “Report To The 
People” I commenced to deal with 
the losses that are. being borne by 
farmers of the Prairie provinces’ on 
account of the agricultural policv 
that has been forced upon’ us by the 
Liberal Government at Ottawa since 
they assumed office back in 1036.

and sold within the crop year 1949- 
50 shall be negotiated and settled 


‘not. later than the 3ist December, 


1948. In determining the prices for 
those two crop years, 1948-49 and 


1949-50, The United Kingdom Gov- 


ernment will have regard to any dif 
ference between the prices paid im- 
der this agreement in the 1946-47 
and 1947-48 crop years and the 
world prices for wheat in the 1946- 
47 and 1947-48 crop years.” 

“Bec, 3. “It is agreed that the 


United Kingdom Goverment may. 


sell or dispose of the wheat and 
flour purchased under this Agree- 
ment in whatsoever manner the 
United Kingdom Government may 
deem expedient both in regard to 
destination and price.”

Canning 


Of interest to homemakers at this 
time will be the following sugges- 
tions from Mrs, Vera MacDonald, 
supervisor of the Home Econimcs 
Service on home canning with ‘the 
pressure sacepan. 

A pressure saucepan may be suc- 
cessfully used for small jobs of 
home canning provided the saucepan 
meets certain requirements, and pro- 
scientifically adapted to saucepans 
are used, 

For home/ canning, ‘the . pressure 
eaucepan must be tall enough to 
hold pint jars on a rack with the 
saucepan cover locked”in place, and 
the saucepan Jmust have a guage 


that allows pressure to be controlled 


accurately at 10 pounds. 

To sterilize vegetables for safe- 
keeping, processing times at 10 
pounds pressure must be 20 minutes 
longer in a saucepan than the times 
recommended for a pressure cooker, 
This is because the pressure sauce- 
pan heats quickly, takes only a min- 
ute to ‘exhaust its air content, and 
cools rapidly after the jars of 
food are processed. In a regular 


pressure ‘canner these periods are’ 


longer than in a pressure saucepan, 
and provide a greater share of the 
heat that sterilizes food for safe- 
keeping.
